HORRIBLE! 


Father, Motber and Son Brutally 
Murdered by Unknown Fiends 
In Search of Money. 


WASHINGTON, Pa., May 15.—The 
Journal's representative returned this 
morning from the scene of the triple 
murder at Bentleysville, eighteen miles 
east of here. The town is isolated from 
railway, telegraph and telephone com- 
munication. Tho murder is supposed 
to have been committed between 8 and 
9 o'clock Tuesday night, but it was not 
discovered until alarm was given and 
neighbors entered^ the honse, where a 
sickening sight was presented. Q?he 
father, mother and son lay on the floor 
horribly disfigured by the heavy blows 
of a blunt club on the head. 


Blood, brains andJiair were scattered 
over the floor and furniture. The 
tragedy was evidently committed by 
one person and his object was robbery, 
as Crouch was known to have large 
sums of money on the premises 
Whether the murderer secured much is 
not known. 
Two hundred and fifty 
dollars was found after the crime was 
committed. 
The community is in a 
ferment of excitement and there is no 
clue whatever. The grand jury here to- 
day offers $1,000 for the arrest and con- 
viction of the murderer. 
Officers from 
here have gone to look up the case. The 
coroner is holding an inquest to-day. 


A TRAVEIilWfct MAN KOBB£D. 


Bnrfflars Break Into a Depot and Rob 
a Trunk of $15,000 Worth of 
l>lamonds and Watches. 


WAVEBiiY, la., May 15.—J. W. Eob- 
mson, who travels for B. F. Norris & 
Co., wholesale jewelers, of Chicago, ar- 
rived here Tuesday from the west, and 
in the absence of an express wagon, left 
his trunks in the|depot with instructions 
that they be sent to his hotel in the 
morning. 
During the night burglars 
effected an entrance to the depot and 
rifled both, of the trunks, which con- 
tained $20,000 worth of watches, jew- 
ehy and diamonds. 


One of the trunks was carred into a 
field adjoining the depot, where it was 
found, together with the less valuable 
portion of its contents. 
All of the 
diamonds,, about 250 gold and silver 
watches, hundreds of chains, pins and 
charms are missing, estimated in value 
at $15,000, 
Searching parties are scour- 
ing the country in all directions and 
though several tramps have been ar- 
rested, nothing has been found to indi- 
cate that they are the robbers.

There has been some 
doubt that Small would accex^t the can- 
didacy, which the prohibitionists^have 
been pressing on him, for it had been 
announced that he would be ordained to 
the Episcopal ministry in June, but 
yesterday he set all doubts at rest by 
his announcement that he will accept 
the nomination.

Mr. liiTinsston, the Bepresentative of 
the Alliance, Addresses the Com- 
mittee on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Congressmen 
from agricultural states and members of 
the farmers' national alliance crowded 
the Ways and Means committee room at 
the capitol to-day to hear Mx. Livings- 
ton, the national lecturer of the alliance, 
expound his views of the Pickler bill for 
the establishment of sub-treasuries for 
the dep<»it of grain, oats, corn, tobacco 
and cotton. 


Mr. liivingston said there need be no 
misapprehension concerning the objects 
of the alliance.:;, Zt was not seeking to 
displace the rulings of political parties. 
The sub-treasury bill had nothing to do 
with the tariff. The farmers asked that 
the sub-treasury bill be passed. 
Fifty- 
eight homes of farmers had been sold in 
Connecticut in one day this week. Be- 
lief was demanded and the farmers 
knew how to get it. 
He quoted Presi 
dent Xiincoln's prediction that corpora- 
tions would be enthroned; that the 
property of the country would be con- 
centrated and that the republic shall be 
overthrown. He thanked Ood that the last 
prediction had not come to us. If congress 
refused to endorse the sub-treasury 
plan, he said, it should remove the re- 
strictions hedging in the national bank- 
ing system. 
The sub-treasury plan 
gave the farmers a chance to escape the 
speculator by allowing him to deposit 
his crops in the sub-treasuries at any 
time and spared him selling at stated 
seasons. If the sub-treasury bill passed 
there would not bo a bucket shop left in 
the United States. 
There need be no 
fear that the bill would cause the farm- 
ers to form a trust.

NEW YORK, May 15.—S. G. Doran, 
president of the well-kwown broker firm 
doing business under the title of the 
Doran & Wright companyi has sent out 
a cu-cular letter to their correspondents 
announcing the absolute inability of the 
company to continue paynients. It is 
probable that the falure of %he company 
will be announced on the consolidated 
and produce exchanges to-day. The 
liabilities of the concern aire believed to 
exceed $300,000, and the assets are prac- 
tically nothing. 
Some weeks ago it was 
rumored on the street that the company 
was in trouble. 
The officers of the con- 
cem would not admit the truth of the 
rumor and insisted that they were pre- 
pared to meet all obligations. 
It is 
understood that at that time they 
quieted a good many of their creditors 
by giving them thirty, sixty and ninety 
day notes. 
The maturing of these 
notes and the advancing market brought 
matters to a crisis and they are now 
compelled to acknowledge their in- 
solvency. 


President Doran promises to issue a 
statement of the assets and liabilities as 
soon as it can be prepared. He does 
not speak very encouragingly of the as- 
sets. All of the creditors of the com- 
pany, he says, are out of town people, 
not a dollar's worth of paper being out 
in New York city. Mr. Doran says he 
has sold his yacht and put all of his real 
estate on the market, and has put $50- 
000 in cash in the business since the 
trouble in April. The company has 
branch offices in Washington, Atlanta, 
New York, Boston and other points, and 
has regular correspondents in upwards 
of 100 cities. They operated an exten- 
sive system of leased wires, for which 
they have paid the Western Union coaa- 
pany something like $150,000 a year.

All things must end and the Tri-state 
millers' convention was no exception. 
The millers' meeting was begun well 
and it ended well. 


At the closing session held in Prin- 
cess rink yesterday 
afternoon Hon. 
John T. Blake, mayor of Canton, Ohio, 
and one of the most prominent millers 
in the Buckeye state, presided. J. M. 
Servoss, of Indiana, Mr. Bamett, of 
Springfield, Ohio, and H. F. Colby, of 
Dowagiac, Mich., 
read papers, after 
whic^ the regular ardor of business was 
suspended to permit a discussion of the 
Butterworth bill, which resulted in the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 


WHEREAS, A bill has been introduced 
into congress by the Hon. Benjamin 
Butterworth, of Ohio, to prevent what 
is known as option dealing in agricul- 
tural products, and 


WHEREAS, The various commercial 
exchanges of the country have allowed 
this future of trade to assume complete 
mastery of their transactions, wiping 
out of all calculations each and every 
legitimate influence, thereby menacing 
the business of every dealer in these 
products, whether 
manufacturers or 
producers. 


Besolvedt That this convention is heart- 
ily in favor of the immediate passage of 
the Butterworth bill. 


The following preamble and resolu- 
tions were 
read and unanimously 
adopted, and the secretary instructed to 
send the same to Con^essman H. J. C. 
Barrows, of Washington City: 


WHEREAS, There is under considera- 
tion by the national congress an act for 
placing a specific tariff duty of If cents 
per pound on jute burlaps and 2-10 of a 
cent per pound on manufactured jute 
bags; and. 


WHEREAS, The export trade in wheat 
flour for the ten months ended May 1 
was 10,000,000 barrels and the export of 
wheat for the same period was 42.000,- 
000 bushels, or together, 92,000,000 of 
bushels, and 


W H E K E A S , It would require 14,000,000 
of 140-pound sacks to cara^ this alone, 
and the specific tax of 2 2-l(i. cents per 
pound would cost the millers of the 
United States $3,040,000 in ton months 
for the sole benefit of three petty manu- 
facturers of jute bagging. 
Be it 
therefore 


Resolved, That the millers of Ohio, In- 
diana, and Michigan denounce with 
words of no uncertain meaning, the in- 
justice of this restriction on their busi- 
ness, and that we label this act, "A 
Conspiracy of the Jute Manufacturers 
to Bob the Farmers and Millers;" and 
be it further 


Resolved, That the convention imme- 
diately urge upon congress the impolicy 
and unfairness of this act; and that 
copies of these resolutions be sent to 
the chairman of the ways and means 
committee, to the secretary of the na- 
tional millers' association, and to the 
congressmen of the three states, with a 
request for prompt action. 


A resolution favoring the establish- 
ment of a limited postal telegraph as a 
part of the postoffice department of the 
United 
States 
was next read and 
adopted. 


WHEREAS, The postmaster general has 
drafted an act to establish a limited pos- 
tal telegraph system between carriers, 
deliverers, postoffices; and 


WHEREAS, The first telegraph line was 
constructed between Washington and 
Baltimore with an appropriation by 
congress and placed in charge of the 
postmaster general» but was afterwards 
allowed to pass into the hands of cor- 
porations which have used a means to 
tax the public for this important sys- 
tem of conveying intelligence, and 


W H E R E A S , The United States is the 
only important country on the. globe 
that does not operate the telegraph as a 
park of the postoffice system. 


Resolved^ That this convention favora 
the increased use of the telegraph, in 
connection with our postal system and 
heartily commands the proposition of 
the postmaster general to the favorable 
consideration of congress. 


Besolutions favoring the further de- 
velopments of trade of the countries of 
South America, were next read by the 
secretary and adopted. 


WHEREAS, The events of the past 
winter, in connection with the sitting of 
the Pan-American congress at Washing- 
ton city, have shown in a clearer light 
to the people of the United States, the 
immensity of the avenues of trade which 
we might hold against all comers with 
our sister republics of the southern con- 
tinent, and 


WHEREAS, The insignificance of our 
present trade with these countries seems 
to arise from legislative differences, if 
not restrictions on the part of our gov- 
ernment; 
Resolvedt That this convention is heart- 
ily in favor of tréaties with these coun- 
tries, reciprocal or otherwise, which will 
open these great markets for the sale of 
the products of our mills and farms.

John W. Siberry Hved with his wife 
on a farm nine miles south of Bluffton, 
on the old Camden plank road. They 
were married a year ago, but their mar- 
ried life was anything but pleasant, 
as they parted, only recently agreeing to 
bury all differences and live together 
again. 


Yesterday morning, John entered the 
house, and, approaching his wife, 
pointed a revolver, at her breast, ex- 
claiming in a playful manner, "look 
out," when he snapped the weapon 
three times.

MATOR'S ADDITBSS. 


Gentlemen of the Common CouncU: 
As Is the custom at the heglnnlng of a new 
session of the councU for the mayor to make, a 
few remarks and suggestions, I now comply 
•with the same and proceed briefly. 
Our financial condition is good, o-vrllig to the 
•wise lorethought of your predecessors in rais- 
ing a special fund of 17 per cent, to pay off our 
Indehtedness in the water works, oepartment. 
The report of your special committee submitted 
to your predecessors at their meeting oh ApM 
25t 1 last sets out Jully oUr position, and wmcli 
1 give.herie.at length:. 
« 
iast year the appraisement of property sub- 
ject to taxation was raised by reason of two 
facts: the personal property, because there was 
much more of it, and the real property because 
a faithful discharge of duties by the assessor 
under his oath required it and the appraisement 
made last year upon real property the value 
was fixed at $8,672,490, whereas the value fixed 
in 1874, fifteen years before, was $8,656,805. The 
levy was Increased last year from one dollar to 
096 dollar and fifteen cents, but the council and 
I the public will bear in mind that seventeen 
cents of this levy was specifically appropriated 
for waterworks purposes as follows:

These seventeen cents deducted from the 
total levy shows that last year's levy was the 
lowest for city purposes fixed by any common 
coimcil of the city for more than eighteen years 
last passed. At the close of the last fiscal year 
there was a deficiency in the general iund, 
which had to be considered In fixing the pres- 
ent levy. We-will now show how the funds re- 
ctlved and to be received have been and are to 
be expended. 


With reference to the specific funds ordered 
by the law no explanation is hdcSSs^ry. It' is 
enough to say that the interest fund, sinking 
fund and city hall fund are all on hand in ac- 
cordance with law, and protected thereby as 
s^red for the purposes Intended. 


The park fimd Is used for parks alone and t h e 
water works f u n d Is being applfed t o t h a t 
branch of the service solely. 
Tlierelore our ex- 
planation wlU be a s t o the general fund alone. 


This fund consists of 72 per cent, of t n e $1.15 
levy. Upon ttie duplicate, now In tbe hands of 
the treasurer;$6l,i4o;of tne general rand has been 
collected on nrst Ins aliment and a s t h e two In- 
stallments of taxes are equal, a like sum will be 
collected on the second installment, making 
$122,280 from the current duplicate for general 
purposes. The Income from miscellaneous 
sources will be in excess of $16,500. 
From the 
general fund last fiscal year the city aidvanced 
upon debts covered by present water works 
levy $12,500, which the treasurer Is Instructed to 
transfer from water works fund.

I would recommend in this connection strict 
economy on the part of the council, as it rests 
with you to: keep the coming levy within due 
bounds and not necessarily burden the tax- 
er. 
'he least said about the condition jof our 
streets, I think the better, as it is apparent to 
all that their condition is far from good,, but 
irour predecessers. In taking advantage of the 
law passed at the last session of the legislature,

the best paved in t h e state. I would certainly 
recommend t h a t the council follow In the steps 
of Its predecessor in this particular and each 
year add to the number of streets already under 
contract. 
To do this I would suggest that when the 
levy is made the committee should not lose 
sight of this important matter, and appropriate 
a small amount for this purpose, 


Wayne strèetwe can now point to with pride, 
the city's share of the payment being already 
expended and paid for by your predecessors, 
to-wlt: $11,500. 


Our water works are now in good condition, 
the mains on Broadway have been enlarged ànd 
extended to DeWald Street to complete the cir- 
cuit. OUr new piimping engine is now in ser- 
vice. The official test of the same will be laid 
before your body In due time. This gives us 
pumping capacity for years to come. 


Tbe well system has been a complete success, 
furnishing an abundance of pure water. Nat- 
ural gas has been substituted for coal a t a large 
saving of cost. 
There remains now nothing further to pro- 
vider except for the extension of the street 
mains, as this council may from time to time 
see that the funds will permit. 
Our parks are being improved rapidly and 
each year adds to their attractiveness, time 
will show that the riaohey expended in this wav 
is well spent. As no city of our sizé or préteii- 
sions ought to be without them, I would recom- 
mend keeping on with the good work. 


To our fire department during the past 
year has been 
added an aerial 
tnick 
which will reach to our highest buildings. 


A chemical engine and a n addition to our 
Seventh ward engine house t o accommodate 
the old hook and ladder truck which h a s been 
placed there. 
During tUe year three n e w en- 
gine houses wlU be buUt and stocked up, wblcb 
wUl make Ihe distribution or our Are depart- 
m e n t complete a n d will render t h e same efa- 
ëlent and able to cope with a fire of the 
largest 
dimensions. 
I would recommend the placing of our police 
force under one head and would urge upon this 
council to take action on this Important matter 
at as early a date as possible. 
In my opinion this change would add largely 
to the efficiency of the branch of the service. 
In conclusion, the growth of our city has been 
rapid and substantial during the past year. No 
boom, but a strictly natural advance. Oo 
noting, gentlemen, by your- actions to .retard 
the same. Let us all work aid let our only àini 
be thé good of the city and the advancement of 
her prosperity.

The officers of the con- 
sern would not admit the truth of the 
rumor and insisted that they were pre- 
pared to meet all obligations. 
It is 


understood that at that time they 
quieted a good many of their creditors 
by giving them thirty, sixty and ninety 
lay notes. 
The maturing of these 


notes and the advancing market brought 
matters to a crisis and they are now 
ompelled to acknowledge their in- 
olvency. 
President Doran promises to issue a 
tatement of the assets and liabilities as 
oon as it can bo prepared. Ho does 
not speak very encouragingly of the as- 
ete. All of the creditors of tho com- 
pany, he says, are out of town people, 
not a dollar's worth of paper being out 
n New York city. Mr. Dorau says he 
has sold his yacht and put all of his real 
state on the market, and has put 850- 
CO iu cash in the business since the 
rouble in April.

NEW YOHK, May 15.— S. G. Doian, 


ircfiident of tho wcll-kwown broker firm 
ioing business under tho title of the 
Uornu & Wright company, has sent out 
i circular letter to their correspondents 
uwoniioing tbo absolute inability of the 
ompany to continue payments. 
It ia 


probable that the faluro uf 'the company 
vill bo announced on the cousolidated 
ind produce exchanges to-day. 
The 


labilities of tho concern aro believed to 
axceed $300,000, and the assets are prac- 
ically nothing. Snmo wcoks ago it was 
rnmored on the street that tho company 
was n trouble. The officers of tho con- 
cern would not admit the truth of tho 
rumor and insisted that thoy were pre« 
pared to moot all obligations. 
It is 


understood that at that time they 
quieted a good many of their creditors 
by giving them thirty, sixty and ninety 
day notes. 
Tho maturing of these 


notes and tbo advancing market brought 
matters to a crisis and they are now 
compelled to acknowledge their in- 
solvency. 


President Doran promises to issue a 


statement of the assets and liabilities as 
eoon as it can bo prepared. Ho does 
not epeak very encouragingly of tho as- 
sets. All of the creditors of tho com- 
pany, he says, are out o! town people, 
not a dollar's worth of paper being oat 
iu Now York city. Mr. Dorau says he 
has sold his yacht and put all of his real 
estate on the market, and has put 850- 
000 in cash iu tbe business since the 
troiiblo in April. The company has 
bmnch offices in Washington, Atlanta, 
Now York, Boston and other points, and 
has regular correspondents in upwards 
of 100 cities. Thoy operated an exten- 
sive system of leased wires, for which 
thoy have paid tho Western Union con- 
paiiy something like 8150,000 a year.
